THE JUDICIARY AT STAKE. 


The Kansas Politicians Stand Up Over a 
New State of Things. 

Topeka, Kas., August 17.—[Special.]— 
There are nine district judges to elect in 
Kansas in November, and a powerful effort 
will be made by the alliance and people’s 
party to elect one of their men in every dis- 
trict, and thus, if possible, secure a big part of 
the judiciary. The new party is extremely 
anxious to secure control of the courts, to the 
end that their members may be protected in 
the foreclosure of mortgage suits. The 
situation has become a serious one to the re- 
publicans and democrats, who will unite in 
these districts to defeat the plan. They claim 
that nothing would so impare the good name 
and credit of Kansas as the election of mem- 
bers of the alliance as district judges, who are 
opposed to foreclosure proceedings in any con- 
tingency.

ANOTHER FOOL GONE. 


An Aeronaut Drops from His Balloon 
Into the Adriatic. 

Roms August 17.—Balloon accidents, some 
of them resulting in the loss of life, have re- 
cently been reported from various parts of En- 
rope; in fact, such incidents seem to be be- 
coming quite common and tend to indicate 
that the passion for aerial experments is increas- 
ing toan alarming extent. The latest aerial 
disaster is reported from Macefata, capital of 
the Italian province of the same name, about 
twenty miles south of Anema. Macerata is sit- 
uated on an eminence above the Potenza, 4 
small river emptying into the Adriatic and is 
situated midway between the Appennines and 
that s6a. It will thus be seen that 
Macerata was conveniently situated for 
balloon ascensions, and its neighborhood 
afforded good sight-seeing spots for the peas- 
antry and others of the neighborhood, who 
gathered in large numbers yesterday to wit- 
ness the exploits of a daring balloonist who 
had acquired fame by frequent previous 
successful ascents. 

All went well at the commencement of the 
exhibition. The balloon ascended amid much 
applause and enthusiasm, and swept grandly 
towards the blue waters of the Adriatic. It 
was not the intention of the aeronaut to be 
carried out to sea, so he attempted to descend, 
and was seen to be vigorously pulling at the 
exhaust or safety valve. The rope of the lat 
ter, however, did not seem to work properly, 
and the balloon and its occupant were slowly 
but steadily carried seaward. 

Finally the balloon was seen hovering over 
the Adriatic, and acry of horror arose from 
the crowds who had followed the course of the 
balloon, when the areonaut was suddenly seen 
to fall headlong from the car, and after whirl- 
ing over and over twice or thrice in the air, he 
fellinto the sea, and was drowned before 
some fishermen, who put out to rescue him, 
had time to reach the unfortunate man. 

The balloon, relieved of its human ballast, 
shot upward into the clouds and was eventually 
lost to view.

PREVAILING TO AN ALARMING 


EXTENT AT VERA CRUZ. 


THE HOSPITALS CROWDED WITH PATIENTS. 


A New York Merchant One of the Victims— 
The Number of Cases Very Large 
and Increasing. 


New Yorx, August 17.—The Ward line 
passenger steamer, City of Washington, am 
rived here this morning from Mexican ports 
and Havana, and, as a precautionary measure, 
was. detained for thorough inspection atid 
fumigation by the health officer at quarantine. 
The steamer will not be allowed to come up t 
the city until tomorrow. ‘3 

The City of Washington left Vera Cruz early 
in August, and then yellow fever was preva- 
lent to an alarming extentin that city. The 
hospitals were filled, and though the hea 
authorities were striving to check the 8 c 
of the disease, their efforts were apparently Une 
availing. Their first attempts were to isolate 
the patients as soon as the malady made its ap- 
pearance, but the disease spread so rapidly that 
it was impossible to cope with it. Many deaths 
have occurred during the last six weeks, and it 
wasa common sight, officers of the vessel say, 
to see a string of funerals half 
mile long, stretching from the gates of the 
city to ihe cemetery, each funeral 
party waiting patiently for a chance to ba@ay 
its dead. ) 

Among the latest victims of the malady.is 
L. J. Snowball, the well-known commission 
merchant of No. 70 Wall street, who has been 
in Mexico since the 2d of August. A few 
days ago The Evening Post printed a report of 
the prevalence of wallow fever in Vera Crug, 
sent here by Mr. Snowball. He was on his 
way to Cordova, to which place he was goin 
to claim a fortune of $65,000 and 4,000 acres o 
ground. Mr. Snowball remained only one day 
in Vera Cruz, and was stricken with the 
disease. 


WRECKS ON THE RAIL. 


An Accident in Switzerland—An Express 
Train Dashes Into a Special. 

BERNE, August 17.—The people of this 
republic have hardly recofered from the rail- 
road scare caused by the terrible accident at 
Moenchenstein, in June last, by which over 
one hundred and thirty persons on an excur- 
sion train lost their lives and about three hun- 
dred injured, when they were again yesterday 
startled by another whulesale loss of life by 
reason of a railroad accident. 

This last disaster occurred on the Jura- 
Simplon railroad lines near the village of 
Zollikeffen, not far from this city. 

The details of the accident, as received here 
up to the present, are us follows: A spedial 
train carrying a large number of excursionists 
from the country districts to this city, was on 


its way here, the passengers intending to take 


part in the centenary fetes now in 


- here and elsewhere throughout Switzerland. 


This excursion tfain was stopped at 
Zollikeffen in order to enable it to be shunted 
intoa siding, soas to let the Paris express pass. 
By some gross negligence, apparently upon 
the part of the railroad officials, the Paris 
train, loaded with foreign travelers, was not 
warned to look out for the excursion train 
while passing Zollikeifen, and the result was 
the express dashed into the special train. 

Luckily the engineer of the express 
caught sight of the excursion trainin time to 
pull down the brakes, and so the damage done 
alti the loss of life were not so greatas might 
have been. 

As it was, the engine of the express cut into 
and almost entirely demolished, the guards, 
yan at the rear of the excursion train, which 
was empty, and then crashed into the rear- 
most of the passenger cars, completely wreck- 
ing it and causing considerable loss of life. 

At this hour theexact number of dead and 
wounded is not known, but twelve corpses 
have already been recovered from the ruins, 
and it is known that many people have been 
seriously injured by the collision. No loss of 
life has been reported in connection with the 
passengers on the Paris express, and therefore 
it is believed here that they have all escaped. 

A special train carrying wrecking appli- 
ances, doctors and nurses from the hospitals, 
together with a detachment of engineers. has 
been dispatched to the scene of the accident, 
and crowds of people have started in the same 
direction. The inajority of the passengers on 
board the excursion train belong to towns in 
the vicinity of thiscity. It is thought that 
no foreign visitors were among the excursion- 
ists, and no deaths of American travelers 
have been reported. 


A SUIT FOR SLANDER

Newspaper. 


AveustTa, Ga., August 17.—(Special.]— 
The Herald, Augusta’s new afternoon paper, 
has a libel suitin hand. Mr. Tom Arkwright, 
vice depifty United States revenue collector, 
will bring suit for $20,000 damages. The 
Herald last week published a rumor that Mr. 
Arkwright had been deposed because he was 
short in his accounts. Mr. Arkwright was 
absent from the city at the time, being in At- 
Janta, but he returned‘here Saturday night, 
and today denounced the report as false, and 
announced his intentions to institute a libel 
suit. Mr. Arkwright says he resigned his po- 
sition, and his resignation was accepted, and 
that Uncle Sam’s officers do not accept resig- 
nations until accounts are all right and prop- 
erly investigated. Mr. Arwright has placed 
his case in the hands of his brother, Mr. Pres- 
ton Arkwright, of Atlanta.

DIRECTORS. 


DISCUSSION OF IMPORTANT MATTERS, 


Colonel Peek SSoneunces The Journal’s 
Article in Unmeasured Terms— 
Resolution of the Board. 


The number of attacks made upon the man- 
agement of the state alliance exchange since 
the defalcation of the business agent concen- 
trated public attention upon the meeting 
of the directors of the exchange 
yesterday and thereportsof President Peek 
and the investigating committee of that body. 

It wasan all day session, lasting from the 
forenoon until 10 o’cleck last night, with only 
short intermissions for meals. The meeting 
was a full one, and only two directors from 
the extreme southern part of the state were 
absent. ‘Those present were: 

W. A. Wilson, of the third congressional 
district; Rev. 8. Maxwell, of the fourth ; Colo- 
nel L. F. Livingston, of the fifth; T. J. Bar- 
rett, of the sixth; L. 8S. Ledbetter, of the 
seventh; W.A. Broughton, of the eighth; 
H. P. Riden, of the ninth, and R. H. Pearce, 
of the tenth. ‘Those absent* were W. A 
Ecord, of the first, and R. M. Brown, of the 
second district.

The board gave out vetag. | new 
about that except what relates to ynn’s 
statement about the attacks on Colonel Peek, 
and the statement of the board that they 
believe they have matters so arranged that 
the exchange will not lose a cent. 

It was rumored yesterday that there might 
be a prosecution, but nothing definite has been 
learned about the nature of the proceeding, if 
anything of that kind is to be set in motion. 

An article in The Evening Journal, under 
the caption ‘‘More Richness,’’ occupied the 
attention of the board to some extent at the 
afternoon session, and drew forth a denuncia- 
tory card from Colonel Peek and vigorous 
resolution from the board. The article was of 
an extremely sensational character, and con- 
tained statements directly charging dishonest 
methods upon the ‘‘managers’” of the ex- 
change. Thatcharge is quoted by Colonel 
Peek in the card which appears below. The 
article alsoxcontained a statement about an 
alleged transaction in cotton bagging: 

A weil-known broker said to a Journal man 
today: 

“Some time ago a well-known brokerage firm 
sold the alliance exchange—no, not the alliance 
exchange, but rather Mr. Wynn and Colonel 
Peek, for the alliance exchange—1,000,000 yards of 
cotton bagging for future delivery. Their notes 
were given for the amount, discounted and the 
money divided between them and the brokers.” 

“Now,” continued the broker, ‘‘when I sell a 
man a lot of goods to be delivered in the future, 
I don’t ask him to give me his note or payment 
until the goods are delivered. If I did he would 
be sure to ask, ‘What kind of a business man are 
on to ask payment for goods that are not yet de- 

ivered?’ No, we never receive payment until the 
- goods are delivered.” 

“The truth is,” he went on, “that the cotton 
bagging never was delivered and never will be. 

he notes were discounted and those interested 
used the money for speculation. If this matter is 
sifted to the bottom there will be more rich de- 
velopments than any one ever dreamed of.” 

The brokers who were said to have consummated 
this deal with the exchange officers were seen by 
The Journal. 

One of the members of the firm said in regard 
to the matter: 

“It is true that 1,000,000 
purchased through us for the exchange, the bag- 

ing to be delivered in the-future. Part of the 
bagging has been delivered, a little of it, at least, 
and the rest will be. A ina al amount was put 
up by the purchasers to secure us from a forfeiture 
of the contract.”’ 

“Later on,”’ he continued, “about $9,500 worth 
of bagging was ~ bought for future delivery, 
and none of this has been delivered. Whether any 
‘deal’ was consummated as to this purchase, I do 
not know. Ido know that we have always hesi- 
tated about having any transactions whatever 
with the officials of the alliance exchange. 

“And another thing I know,”’ continued the 
same broker, “is that when the bottom facts are 
known, it is likely there are going to be some 
lively developments in regard to the conduct of 
the officials around at the exchange. I am told 
that Mr. Wynn never bought any ‘futures,’ but 
that some others did deal in them to a consider- 
able extent.” 

In reply to these charges Colonel Peek prints 
the following card:

Epirork ConstiruTion—In The Atlanta Journal 
of yesterday there appeared an article, under 
flourishing head lines, “More Richness, the 
Whitewash Being Peeled Of,” etc., which con- 
tained an unjust, uncalled for, and malicious 
attack on myself, reiterating false and malicious 
insinuations which were fully answered in my 
card of Sunday. That paper further says: 

“It has been shown that this exchange which 
was organized to get goods for the members at as 
near cost as possible without the intervention of 
middle men, actually sold goods at higher prices, 
and that the managers sought (and it is believed 
obtained) special commissions for their own 
benefit.”’ 

The above in so far as relates to myself or any 
other members of the board of directors I let 
nounce not only infamously false, but a wiliful, 
premeditated and inalicious lie.

SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


The special committee appeinted to investi- 
gate the alleged attempts at bribery in the late 
senatorial race met yesterday. . 

Only two witnesses were examined: Messrs. 
Calhoun and Livingston. ) 

The session produced several sensational 
features. 

And aroused one of the members, Mr. Bar- 
rett, who gives an interesting chapter in the 
alleged bribery story. ef 

Mr. Calhoun was the first witness, and in 
his testimony before the committee denied 
having used any money in the senatorial 
race, or attempting to employ such methods. 
Not only that, but no mentber of the legisla- 
ture had offered his vote to him fer such con- 
sideration, nor had anything been said to him 
in regard to the use of money by any member 
of the general assembly, The only suggestion 
which had been made to him at all in regard 
to the use of money was that there were Ccer- 
tain members of the legislature who were un- 
decided, and that if certain influential per- 
sons from abroad were sent for, whose ex- 
penses, he (Mr. Calhoun) was to pay, they 
could influence these members to vote for him. 
This he refused\to do, as he wished to be 
elected, if elected at all, on his own merit. 
He had heard rumors as to where and lfow to 
use money, and had even heard the names of 
certain members mentioned to whom he might 
apply, but he had refused to take advantage 
of any and al) propositions made on this line. 

Mr. Calhoun’s testimony was given in pri- 
vate before the committee, and when he had 
finished Colonel Livingston was summoned to 
give the testimony which the committee re- 
quired of him. 

There was little or no discrepancy between 
the statements of the two gentlemen, and their 
testimony was substantially the same. 

When Mr. Livingston took the stand he 
said: 

‘‘No member of the legislature bas ever ap- 
proached me on the subject, neither have I 
ever approached any member looking to the 
purchase or improper influence of a single 
vote for Mr. Calhoun. I was pres- 
ent when certain rumors were discussed, 
in which it was stated that if certain influen- 
tial persons from abroad were brought onto 
the ground, which would cost a reasonable 
sum of money, perhaps two or three thousand 
dollars, that seven or eight members of the 
legislature could be influenced to vote 
for Mr. Calhoun. The only _ reason 
why I referred to the rumors 
was because I was asked if Mr. Calhoun had 
used money in the senatorial contest. I stated 
that Idid not think he had.’’ 

‘‘Why did you not think so?” was asked. 

“From the fact that I was pres- 
ent when certain rumors were dis- 
cussed at headquarters, and among 
them one suggesting that seven or eight 
members of the legislature could be controlled, 

provided certain parties were sent for, and 
that those parties be paid a certain sum of 
money. Mr. Calhoun emphatically stated 
that he had not used a dollar in that way to 
be elected as United States senator.”’ 

“Have you heard any names of the 
members of the legislature who were 
thought to be undecided and could be infiu- 
enced ?”’ was asked. 

“I didn’t Jearn the names of the gentle- 
men.”’ 

Colonel Livingston was then asked if he had 
not sa@j to some person that seven or eight 
members of the legislature approached him 
and offered to cast their votes for Mr. Calhoun, 
provided he would pay the sum of $400 each. 

‘I did not say so,’’ replied Colonel Living- 
ston, ‘“‘but I was present when the rumor con- 
necting certain members of the legislature 
with such a proposition was discussed. I did 
not say that I was present when 
the offer was made by the members 
of * the legislature, neither did I 
say the offer ever had been made.”’ 

He was then asked if he had heard any ru- 
*morg in regard to General Gordon’s friends 
using money, or General Gordon himself. 

“Yes, rumors were thick touching both sides 
.of the contest.’’ 

‘*‘Have other parties heard these rumors dis- 
cussed at headquarters?” was asked. 

‘Yes, a good many of them, and ifthe 
names of the parties who heard the rumors as 


’ well as myself at the same time are wished, I 


can give them. Mr. Calboun’s friends criti- 
cised him pretty severely for not doing what 
they said General Gordon and his friends 
were doing— getting a great deal of help from 
abroad in the way of prominent gentiemen 
from different sections of the state. Mr. Cal- 
houn said he didn’t propose to be elected United 
States senator that way, but he was 
simply a candidate upon his own merits, and 
was willing to leave the issue to the members 
of the legislature without any influence, 
either properly or improperly being brought to 
bear on them.

This question is asked most anxiously by 
Mrs. Shaw, and Captain Crim, of the detective 
force, is going to answer it for her. 

Mr. and Mrs, Shaw came to Atlanta in 
June, and began boarding at 59 Mitchell 
street. She is still there, but hasn’t seen her 
husband since July 21st. 

She is now alone and without a cent, despite 
the fact that she has considerable property in 
North Carolina, unless, as she suspects, her 
husband has sold it and pocketed the pro- 
ceeds. 

Of this she cannot be sure,as she has received 
no reply from any of the many letters she has 
written. 

This leads her to believe that her letters or 
the replies are intercepted. | ; 

Her story is that last February she married 
J. D. Shaw in Greensboro, N. ©. She had 
considerable money and property, the latter 
lying in Greensboro and other placesin the 
same state. He had little money and no 
property. 

Shaw said that he was a printer by trade, but 
was at that time some sort of asewing machine 
agent. 

He could get no work in Greensboro, and 
persuaded his wife to go with him to Virginia. 
He was ostensibly in reach of work, but 
seemed to meet with little success in finding it. 

Various towns and cities were visited, but 
Shaw didn’t seem able to get money anywhere 
—except from his wife. He tried selling a 
patent preparation for soap, to be used in 
cleaning shirt fronts, collarsand cuffs. Still 
fortune seemed far away, and the couple 
drifted to Augusta. 

From there they came to Atlanta. The ex- 
penses were all paid by Mrs. Shaw. 

When Atlanta was reached she had to sell 
property to get more money, the sale being 
made at his request and by his persuasion. She 
also gave him authority to dispose of all her 
other property if he so desired. She placed 
implicit contidence in him, and turned over to 
him all she had. 


In Atlanta it was the same thing over until | 


the 2ist of July, when he disappeared. She 
has heard nothing fro:n him, and, fearing that 
he disposed of her property and ps 5c with 
the movey, she wrote to the clerk of the court 
at Greensboro. 

Receiving no reply, she wrote again, with 
the same result. A third time she tried it, 
and still no answer. 7 

That’s Mrs. Shaw’s story, and now being out 
of money, she appeals to the officers. She isa 
wowan of about forty years. 

She describes her husband as being short 
and thick set, with black hair, intermingled 
with some gray. Two tingers of the left hand 
are missing. 

The otticers think they are on his track, and 
will soon have him.

Of this amount 
$150 was borrowed by Grotte, and the re- 
mainder is the amount of a bond which was 
signed by Gross. 

J. N. Cloud is from Henry county, 
and was going into business 
with the missing tailor. Heis out $519. : 

These two have offered a reward of $50 for 
his arrest. Yesterday they had circulars 
printed to that effect. The circulars bear a 
cut of Grotte, and the following description: 

“Thirty years old, six feet high, weight 
about 165 to 170 pounds, square shoulders, a 
little bald on back of head, light complexion, 
dark hair, y eyes, clean shaved, usually 
wears gray Clothes and black straw hat, some- 
times wears black silk hat. He is a tailor by 
trade.”’ 

The circulars then state that ‘“‘the above 
reward will be paid by J.N, Cloud and J. 
Gross for the arrest of the said Grotte 
and his confinement in any safe jail 
in the United States or Canada 
until he can be delivered to A. B. Connolly, 
chief of police, Atianta, Ga.’’ 3 

These circulars were sent all over the coun- 
try, and it is thought certain that the man will 
soon be caught.

The Annual Alliance Meeting. 

The Georgia State Alliance convention 
holds its annual meeting tomorrow in this 
city. The growth of the order has been 
remarkable not only-in this state but all 
over the south and west since the last 
meeting one year ago. In fact, not in the 
history of this country has there been such 
rapid strides in any organization as there 
has been in the Farmers’ Alliance move- 
ment. The results that followed this 
organization have been just as remarkable. 
It would be too tedious to enumerate what 
has been done in the political field, and 
to show how this organization has aided 
the farmer in various ways. Certainly the 
most sanguine friend of the farmer could 
not have expected as much as has been 
‘accomplished in one year. But the work 
has only commenced. 

Let us consider a few things that have 
been accomplished, as a prelude to what 
may be expected if the same line is fol- 
lowed. 

The alliance movement utterly and com- 
pletely killed the bagging trust and stop- 
ped the robbery contemplated before it left 
the stage of intent and attempt on the 
part of the perpetrators. 

They elected several members to con- 
gress pledged to a strong policy of reform 
in the next congress, not only on the 
. tariff laws, but on the financial questions 
that have been such a grievous burden on 
“the farmers all over the land. 

They have educated the farmers in 
almost every county in the state until it 
is now a difficult matter to deceive them 
on leading questions that affect their 
. Interests. 

These are but a few of the main bene- 
fits that have been accomplished. There is 
not a county in the state that cannot add 
to this list benefits that have been derived 
from this organization. 

How was it done? 

By unity of action. This is the whole 
secret, and pages could be written and no 
more could be said to explain it. It. 
would be unreasonable to suppose that in 
an organization so rapidly made, and with 
so much accomplished, and so much mote 
to be done, that designing men 
would not get in some work. Even the 
church of our Savior, with inspired lead- 
ers, did not escape this affliction, and it is 
hardly fair to expect the farmers to have 
perfect men in all their offices of trust, 
and not to find a few Judases in the 
Jarge number. 

“If the farmers expect to keep up this 
_ Organization, and be able twelve months 
from now to count as many good results 
as have been accomplished in the past 
year, they must first purge themselves of 
marplots and schemers and hishonest men 
who are trying to use the organization for 
their own personal ends, and not for the 
good of the farmer; and, above all else,

_ the assaults of their enemies on the out- 
_ fide, and throw every man overboard who 
_ is any way dickering with enemies 
_ of the order. But, in doing this, it must 


~ be remembered that enemies of the order 


will make charges against its leaders for 
the purpose of destroying it. Care must 
be taken, therefore, that no innocent man 
_ #hould be imperiled by charges growing 
out of enmity or jealousy.

The Paving Matter. 

We do not believe that those who are pro- 
testing against the passage of the street pav- 
ing amendment to the city charter under- 
stand the matter; for, if they did, we are 
satisfied that they would appreciate the jus- 
tice of the measure. 

In the first place, it must be understood 
that the amendment under consideration 
does not apply, ine any way, to the streets 
which are already paved and on which single 
track lines are ‘to be double tracked, nor 
does it apply toany street on which the 
lines of the consolidated company are now 
operating; and, more than that, it does not 
apply to arly paved street upon which the 
company has already been granted the priv- 
ilege of laying double tracks. 

In the contract between the city and the 
company it was agreed that on any street on 
which double tracks were to be laid, the 
company should pay for only eleven feet of 
paving, which is about one foot and a half 
more than the space occupied between the 
rails of both tracks. 

This agreement already having been made 
by the city applying to streets already paved, 
therefore limits the amendment to streets 
which are not, and upon which the company 
proposes to extend its lines. 

Under this amendment the company will 
stillhave to pay for the paving of both 
tracks and fourteen inches more. This ap- 
pears to be areasonable demand on their 
part. ‘The council has considered the mat- 
ter fully and has recommended its adoption. 


The Confederate Home. 
Georgia is the only state in the south 


.which has not, in its corporate capacity, 


provided a shelter and a place of refuge 
for its aged and indigent confederate vet- 
erans. Those of tife southern states— 
always excepting Georgia—which had not 
made such provision, made haste to do 
so in deference to the overwhelming pub- 
lic sentiment which was aroused ‘into ac- 
tivity by the eloquent and strenuous ap- 
peals uttered in these columns by the 
lamented Henry, W. Grady.‘ 

The response to these appeals was so 
enthusiastic and so unanimous that the 
states which had not established this 
noble benefaction hastened to do so. In 
Georgia the people were aroused to such 
earnestness that, instead of acting through 
their representatives in an official eapac- 
ity, they took hold of the matter them- 
selves and have builded, as a memorial 
to their own patriotism and to the de- 
votion of the confederate soldiers, the in- 
stitution which is now offered to the 
state for its maintenance during the 
comparatively brief. period when the ben- 
efaction it provides will be necessary and 
desirable. 

Here is a home for aged and indigent 
confederate soldiers which has been 
erected by the people. Every community 
in the state has contributed its quota to 
this noble charity; to finish it, all classes 
and conditions- of men have freely given 
of their substance; and now that it is 
completed, they ask that their represent- 
atives in the legislature shall accept the 
sacred trust of maintaining the institu- 
tion and administering the charity for 
which it was provided. 

The north, victorious, powerful. and 
rich, has made ample provisions for. its 
veterans. For this purpose it has called 
in the aid of the government, and the 
pension list shows how it remembers those 
who fought for the union. Under the 
circumstances, can the great state of Geor- 
gia afford to give her aged and helpless 
veterans the cold shoulder? Can the leg- 
islature afford to hesitate in accepting a 
trust which commends itself so thoroughly 
to the gratitude and patriotism of the 
people ? 


The Money Sharks in Politics. 
The money sharks and goldolators of the 
north and east seem to be preparing to play. 
a desperate game. They are playing for 
rich stakes and they propose to make matters 
very lively. They are carrying on a cam- 
paign which they suppose to be a very cun- 


ning one. 
We have already alluded in these columns 


to the scheme which they were attempting 
to work on the democratic party. Their 
organs and their orators have been telling 
the free coinage democrats of the south and 
west that the democrats of the eastern states 
will not tolerate any proposition looking to 
the remonetization of silver; that they will 
vote with the republicans if a free coinage 
plank is put in the democratic platform. 

In the north and east the touters of the 
money sharks tell an entirely different story. 
They declare that the free coinage idea is a 
craze that will soon run its course; that 
while the old political hacks are opposed to 
Mr. Cleveland, the people of the south and 
west are heartily in favor of his nomination. 
To a foolish ora superficial mind the idea 
of thus playing the two sections off against 
each other is no doubt an attractive one; 
but those who know the business of politics 
understand very well that cunning is the 
least profitable capital a politician can have. 
The people who can be successfully fooled 
are in a hopeless minority in this country.

There is not an intelligent white voter in 
this country but knows that the democrats 
of the south and west will not support a 
man for president who is committed to the 
Wall street policy of demonetizing silver; 
there is not an intelligent white voter but 
knows that the honest voters of the north 
and,east are in favor of the democratic pol- 
icy of restoring silver to its old place in the 
currency.

When a man once gets this temptation of 
the devil lodged in his brain he is fairly 
started onthe road to ruin. The wheat 
speculation spoken of here is gambling, and 
nothing else, It is just as hazardous as any 
other game of chance, andisin no sensea 
business venture calculated to benefit the 
commerce and industry of the country, 
yielding middlemen a fair profit for their 
time, skill and labor. 

Where one man makesa fortune in this 
kind of speculation hundreds lose every- 
thing they have. The reformers draw very 
pathetic pictures of the homes ruined by the 
lottery, by card playing and by drink, but 
they could te!l just as black a story about 
gambling in wheat. 

Whenever we read the announcement of a 
startling defalcation or failure we anticipate 
the explanation, and rarely are we mistaken. 
It generally turns out that the unfortunate 


| banker, merchant, agent or clerk has been 


risking his money, and only too often the 
funds of others, on futures. 

This thing is becoming so common that 
some business men would rather trusta 
young man with a few old-fashioned vices 
than the new-fangled model young man who 
looks and talks like a saint, but has his pet 
scheme by which he expectsto become a 
millionaire day after tomorrow. 

When a man makes up his mind to ac- 
quire sudden wealth without working for it, 
he is half way to the devil. No matter how 
good his intentions may be, the chances are 
that he will not be able to resist the tempta- 
tion of speculating with anybody’s money 
that he can lay his hands upon. 

It is well to look at the dark side of this 
business, Look at the Vincents and Bards- 
leys and a host like them in the peniten- 
tiary—speculators, all of them. -Look at 
Burke, in Honduras; Marsh, nobody knows 
where, and other fugitives—speculators, all 
Look at the broken-down businegs 
men soaking themselves in the saloons while 
their families suffer—speculators on the los- 
ing side! 

With rare exceptions, a fortune is a thing 
of slow growth. To most of us it will never 
conte. The prizes of life within the reach 
of the majority are a good name, a com- 
fortable living, a modest home, and a little 
money laid by for a rainy day. Strive for 
these through hard work and economy and 
be content. A genuine man is fit for better 
things than piling up riches, anyhow!

ETCHED AND SKETCHED, 


The article in the last Century of Mr. Will- 
iam Henry Smith, manager of the Associated 
Press, upon the press as a newsgather, will be 
found interesting reading by anybody and 
everybody who has not read it, as it has been 
found interesting to all who have read it. 
Newspaper men, of course, know of the work 
of the press associations, and of the wonderful 
feats accomplished in the gathering and hand- 
ling of that mostimportant branch of news- 
paper work, but even they will, I think, find 
something there they have not known before. 

The article was being discussedin a little 
group of gentlemen gathered about the spring, 
from which flows the wonderful water that 
has made Indian Springs famous, when 
Colonel George Adair spoke up: 

“You remember in that article Mr. Smith’s 
allusion tothe pony service, by which the 
New Orleans merchants received the, to them, 
most important announcements of arrivals and 
departures of steamships for Europe and other 
matters pertaining to the cotton market?” he 
asked. ‘‘Well, many is the time I have 
handled one of those reports. £ was one of 
the early conductors on the Georgia road, you 
see, and our road was utilized in the carrying 
of those reports. This was the route: From 
Washington they were hurried down to Mount 
Vernon by quick boat, then by ’ rail to 
Wilmington, then by steamer to Charleston 
and by rail to Augusta. Here they were 
handed over to the Georgia road, and were our 
specially precious freight. The road was 
finished to Social Circle in those days. We 
carried these reports in a little parcel as far as 
Covington. Here the first duty of the con- 
ductor was to deliver to the boy of the pony 
express, who sat on his trim, clean-limbed 
little horse right at the station, this parcel. 
It was no sooner in his hands than off he shot 
leaving a trail of dust behind. This pony 
express was operated between Covington and 
Mobile, by way of Montgomery.- Of course 
this rider had his relays of horses, and there 
were fresh riders to relieve him. From Mo- 
bile the reports were sent by boat to New Or- 
leans, completing the trip in the then shortest 
possibie time. This was considered a remark- 
able feat in rapid oat - those days.” 


The colonel’s satakidaais vein had been 
touched and he talked at some length upon 
his recollections of early days. Among other 
things, he told of a memorable journey he 
took. 

“Tf you ask me what was probably the most 
memorable trin I ever took,” he said, “I 
would answer a ride from Decatur to Camak 
in astage coach. That trip had, I presume, a 
greater impress upon me than any other I ever 
took. It was this way: I was a youngster, 
sixteen years old, and worked in a store at 
Decatur. My employer had inherited $6,000, 
and had just returned from a ride cross coun- 
try to Columbus, Miss., where he went 
to get the money. When he reached Decatur 
he decided that I should take the money to 
Augusta to pay debts to that amount there, 
and accordingly, with the $6,000 sewed care- 
next to my skin, I prepared to take my seat in 
the big stage that ran to Camak, to which 
doint the Georgia road had then been finished. 

“Now if you youngsters are expecting any 
blood and thunder story of adventure, you’re 

going to be disappointed,”’ said the colonel, 


ieervdating the thread of his story as he 


turned to the youngsters, one of whom I was. 
When 
I went to get into the stage, I found among 
my fellow passengers T. Edgar Thompson, 
the even then famous civil engineer, who 
built the Georgia road and whose work in 
making the surveys had brought him to the 
thriving town of Decatur. He knew me, as I 
was the boy in the store. He was talking wi 
a big, fine-looking man with heavyjeye

Few young 
men have éver enjoyed the luxury of a ride 
like that.” ce

Says The Rochelle Recorder: Wilcox county 
contains at least one farmer who is not affected 
by the price of cotton. We refer to Mr. James 
Smith. He has raised only three bales of cotton 
since 1842. In 1842 he planted a three-acre patch 
in cotton, and it made about three bales. He 
picked out one bale, took it to market and sold it 
for 244 cents per pound. That gave him enough, 
so he plowed under what was left of the cotton, 
and swore off forever. He has never planted any 
of the fleecy staple since, and, as a natUral conse- 
quence, he is a prosperous, substantial farmer, 
with plenty of his own “hog and hominy.” 


The Richland Gazette reports that five n anaes 
have been shot from ambush near that place within 
the past ten days, and there is no clue tothe per- 
petrators of the crime.

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“A strong reason for the acceptance of the 


Veterans’ Home is the fact thatit isin line with 
the policy of the state. We appropriate 
$200,000 a year to support the lunatic asylum, 
which in the. first instance cost 
an immense amount of money, 
and we appropriate $15,000 a year for the 
deaf and dumb asylum, and about the same 
amount for the blind. Now these people are 
indigent and infirm because they gave them- 
selves for the defense of the state. It is said 
that the state will have to spend a great deal 
of money on these veterans. Suppose it does, 
what have they given to the state? They 
gave it their all. Why we pension a man 
who crawis on his stomach because 
of wounds received in the war. 
There came to the capitol one day 
the most terrible case of palsy I ever saw. 
The man got overheated in a forced march, 
and this was the result. I was called out to 
see him, and he so enlisted my sympathy that 
Iasked hima good many questions. He got 
the idea that I was criticising his application, 
and that made him all the more nervous. He 
pulled out a letter, saying with much emotion: 
‘Here, sir, you will see that mf general says I 
was a good soldier.’ Upon this he broke 
down and wept, and all who saw it were 
affected. He had lost his| chance to make a 
living—that was bis contribution to the state. 
Not long afterwards I met him on the street, 
and he remembered me. ‘Governor,’ said 
hé, ‘doall you can to get the state to take 
care of the old soldiers.’ Now, ' why 
not do it? There are but seventy-five 
of them who have made _ application 
to be taken into the home, and the property 
comes into the state's hand without a cent of 
cost. These outside people who built it are 
not able to keep it up, and it is not their busi- 
ness. When we have such an opportunity to 
take care of the old soldiers who gave their all 
for the defense of the state, it seems to me 
that we are bound to embrace it. 

“There is another reason why I would 
like to see the state accept the home. 
I am not one of those who 
think itis time to forget all these things. 
When I went into the war my father was 
with me. He was a man of seventy years, and 
soon died. In respect to his memory,I can- 
not say forget these things. Of course it is 
our duty to be at peace with our brethren and 
to cultivate fraternal feeling, but the princi- 
ples we fought for gre eternal. I would like 
to see the home accepted as asort of ‘memo- 
rial.’’ 

The Heart of Georgia Is with Them.

Floyd Remembers the Old Soldiers. 

Rome, Ga., August 17.—[Special.]—Patriot- 
ism gleams as bright as a warrior’s blade in 
Floyd.

Here is a fair 
representation of the farmers and citizens of 
prominence. 

SEABORN WRIGHT TALKS. 

Hon. Seaborn Wright, prominently spoken 
of asthe next congressman from the seventh, 
whose pulse beats in unison and whose silver 
tongue champions the democratic alliance, 
said: 

“From the bottom of my heart I am in favor of 
the bill, and here are my réasons: Soldiers with 
lost limbsare pensioned. Widows are provided 
for, and yet the men who fought the battles, and 
are poor and needy, are left out. Itis not right. 
By all means it should pass, and then, again, the 
state of Georgia owes it to the sacred memory of 
her matchless Grady.’’ 

Captain R. G. Clark, one of the safest business 
men of Georgia, anda large taxpayer, said: 

If properly managed it 
will undoubtedly do great good. I think it is far 
more preferable than a system of pensions,” 

Captain J. N. Perkins said: “I am heartily in 
favor of the bill. Certainly the state of Georgia 
will accept such a magonificant gift for the benefit

Captain A. B. 8. Mosely, editor of The Alliance 
Herald, of Floyd county, said: : 

_ “I believe in doing all we can for the soldiers. 
You can put me down in favor of the bill. Itis a 
good thing.” 

Hon. Halsted Smith said he was in favor of the 
state making an appropriation sufficient for the 
needy confederate soldiers. 

A FARMER TALKS. 

Mr. Vincent Sanford, one of the best and most 
prominent farmers of Floyd county, said: 

‘I am in favor of doing all we can for the con- 
federate soldiers, my limit being that it must not 
bankrupt the state.” 

Mr. Frank Harbour expressed himself as favor- 
ing the bili, ‘believing it an admirable way to do 
much good in an economic manner. 

Colonel J. @. Yeiser said: “Iam strongly in 
favor of it, and should there not be enough funds 
to make all the appropriations, precedence should 
be given tothis. Icertainly think the taxpayers 
of Georgia should stand by the neédy confeder- 
ate veterans.” 

Dr. Henry Battey, one of the younger men 
representing the progressive ideas of the day, elo- 
quently expressed himself in favor of the bill. 

Mr. Dave Shelton, a very prominent farmer, ex- 
pressed himself a very warm advocrte of the bill. 

Editor John Locke Martin says: ‘I am heartily 
in favor of the state accepting the confederate 
home, and appropriating asum sufficient to keep 
it up in accordance with the purpose for which it 
is built.

ALBANY, Ga., August 17.—[Special.])—Pursuant 
to your instructions your correspondent made & 
canvass of the city today in order’ to find what 
public sentiment was concerning the acceptance 
and maintenance by the state of the Confederate 
Veterans’ Home. In the canvassnot one person 
was found who did not think it was the state’s 
duty to accept without reservation the home and 
maintain it by specific taxation.

One of the prominent ex-confederates seen was 
Colonel C, M. Wiley, who is ‘commander of the 
Macon ex-Confederate Association, colonel of the 
Second Georgia regiment,a member of the mili- 
tary advisory board and ordinary of the county. 
An opinion from no man in the state could be 
more valuable, and none conld be clearer or more 
to the point. He expressed the sentiments of 
many others in a nutshell when he said: 

“I am very much in favor of the state accepting 
the home—we should by all means provide for the 
old soldiers—and I think it will be arefiection upon 
our state to refuss the home, thereby refusing to 
help the veterans. The people at large out of 
their own pockets haveibought the ground and 
erected the building. Why should not the state 
put it in operation? 

“Leaving all sentiment out they should accept 
it as a business proposition, for in fifteen years it 
will be worth five times what it will cost the state 
to run it for that number of years. 

“The Bibb County Veteran’s Association has 
already passed resolutions urging the state to ac- 
cept it.” 


THE GENERAL SENTIMENT. 

Besides these ex-confederates the general senti- 
meni of the people is for the immediate acceptance 
of the home. it is urged as a matter of business out- 
side of allsentiment. Nocity in Georgia would 
more gladly welcome sucha termination of the 
question than would Macon.

THE CORN MARKET.

Like the 
superior article, it had its exciting bulge, and 
the inglorious collapse and trading in fit was 
also largely governed at the opening, as in 
wheat, by the collapse of margins. 

The opening of the market was highly 
turbulent and frothy, with September any- 
where from 45 to 68. The highest prices of the 
day occurred shortly after trading commenced.

The tendency dyring the 
remainder of the day was strongly downward, 
but some reaction set in near the close, causing

decline, and leaving prices about a cent gain

Oats, like everything else, wereghigher and 
greatly excited at the opening. Shorts 
* bought freely, and. the market sympathized 
strongly with wheat and corn. 

Prices went up rapidly, though the advance 
wasless marked than that in other cereals. 
They broke with them, declining slowly and 
closing slightly above bottom figures. Antici- 
pated heavy receipts had something to do 
with this reaction, but it was largely due to 
the decline in other markets. 

— GRAIN AND PRODUCE.

THK NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. ¢ 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 17.—The stock market today 
was, especially during the forenoon, unusually ac- 
tive, a volume of business being transacted which has 
not been equaled in months, while a most decidedly 
strong tone marked the dealings, and higher prices 
were attained than for many days. There was a mae 
nipulation of the market for both sides of account, 
but the bears were not so powerful as of late, and their 
aggressiveness was much reduced and their operations 
seemed to be more with an object to provide against 
a loss than to make any money out of the market. 
One of the most encouragirg signs to the bulls was 
the presence of outside speculators in the street, who 
have been conspicuous by their absence for so long a 
time, and purchases by commission people for their 
customers were larger than.at any previous time this 
year. The bulls who bought last week were liberal 
realizers on the advance, but new buying was of 
such magnitude that it not only sustained the market 
against these sales, but steadily advanced prices, and 
the larger bull combinations, of whch it is known there 
are now several, gave no signs ofa desire to liquidate 
at this early stage of the game. Such considerations 
as the Union Pacific imbroglio had no weight what- 
ever, and attention was given only to very flattering 
prospects of the industrial and agricultural situation. 
The heavy upward movement in grain, which may 


“have the effect of checking the export movement and 


so delaying, if not entirely postponing, the return flow 
of gold, was of little influence, and the upward move- 
ment in prices continued 4lmost uninterrupted, while 
after a heavy opening. advance, there were few spe- 
cially sharp gainey Atchison was given’ greater 
prominence in d®alings, but the business done was 
well distribyted among the leading active shares, and 
the gainsAs a rule were quite uniform, though a few 
stocks, wich as Union Pacific, Missouri Pacific and 
Chicago Gas were sluggish and failed to keep pace with 
the yemainder. The news of the day was most favor- 
able and of the same general tenor as that we have 
received for the last week, both from domestic sources 
and from abroad. Londoncame higher this morning, 
and London buying ordersin the market, which with 
unusual demand for the commission people, caused 
a decidedly strong opening, the first sales being made 
at from ‘4 to % per cent advance on Saturday’s final 
figures, while Rock Island was up 1%, Louisville and 
North western each 14 and New York Central 1 per cent. 
Rock Island reacted from its high plain, but after- 
ward recovered a portion of its early loss, and Union 
Pacific and Missouri Pacific were sluggish throughout; 
the rest of the list, however, steadily advanced 
throughout the day, the upward movement meeting 
with few setbacks and those of slight importance, 
while special stocks like Illinois Central, Louisville 
and Nashville, Erie and some others scored handsome 
gains. The trading in main presented few special 
features, everything sharingin the general strength, 
and the last prices were generally the best of the day. 
The market closed active and strong at or near the 
highest figures. Active stocks are invariably higher 
this evening, and Louisville rose 344, Rock Island, and 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis each 2%, 
Burlington and Tennessee Coal each 2 per cent.

CHICAGO, August 17.-The trade in wheat today 
has been very much of an eveningup nature. The 
most obstinate shorts who did not buy in last week or 
who were not drivenin by the exhausting of margins, 
nearly all had orders to buy on opening and most of 
their contracts were settled within 110 and 112. There 
were large orders to sell on foreign account by the 
holders. A number of these orders were to sell ont 
long wheat,which was bought for July delivery several 
months ago at prices ranging at about one hundred 
and five. 

What caused the advance? is the question so often 
asked. Duringthe months of June and July the 
prospects of the growing crops in this country were so 
extraordinarily favorable and the harvesting of such 
an enormous crop of winter wheat under the most fa- 
vorabie circumstances caused a very bearish feeling 
throughout the whole west. Country grain dealers in 
the winter wheat region, local speculators in Chicago 
and St. Louis and other points tributary to the winter 
wheat region, particularly those in the south, reaped 
handsome profits by closing their deals below ninety 
cents, A great many others expected that the market 
would go to about eighty cents and clung to the 
short side. On the other side the Paris, Berlin, Liver- 
pool and London speculators were all very buliish in 
consequence of the prospective short crop in Europe. 
New York and other eastern people were in sympathy 
with the foreign speculators. The result was very 
heavy buying by houses having foreign and eastern 
connections. The continued unfavorable repofts from 
abroad made the shorts very anxious and they com- 
menced buying to protect their contracts. As the 
market advanced the climax was reached when Russia 
prohibited the exportation of rye and Germany began 
totalk about removing the duty on wheat. This 
placed the control of the market entirely in the hands 
of the holders, and there was no chance for shorts to 
get out except to buy from one another or from those 
holders who wete willing to sell what they have been 
dofhg very freely since Saturday morning, making 
large profits Saturday and today. This we think is 
the principal cause of the excited market we have had 
for the past few days. 

The corn market was also wild and excited, due en- 
tirely, we think, to tha unsettled condition of wheat. 

About the same can be said of oats, although the 
trade was very light. 

When wheat was ranging around the highest point 
there was some activity in the hog product, and the 
market obtained quite an advance from Saturday's 
firm closing. 
| {Later in the day when wheat became weak. selling 
orders came in for provisions and the. market became 
slumpy and demoralized and difficult for holders to 
find buyers without shading prices from the nominal 
quotations.

And Swaps It for a a des tin Ween 
Jall—The Ammons Case—Yesterday 
with the Justices. 


Here’s a good one on Lawyer Frank Walker. 

It occurred yesterday morning, and the well- 
known attorney is minus a new and handsome 
five-dollar hat. 

The hat was stolen from him by one of his 
clients while under arrest, and just after Judge 
Pat Owens had ordered him tw jail. 

Thus goes the story of a gambler well de- 
fended, a client’s ingratitude, a lawyer’s dis- 
comfiture, and a negro’s cunning. 

‘Ed Carter is a negro who was arrested a few 
days since, charged with playing ‘‘craps’’— 
that bewitching game so fascinating to the 
‘average negro, and which carries many 
behind the bars ofa jail. Carter’s case was 
a bad one, and he employed the | 
legal services of Mr. F. R. Walker to pull | 
him out. Yesterday morning the case came 
up before ,Judge Owens. The testimony 
against the negro was strong, but the attorney 
made the best of the case. Laying his hat 
upon a table he eloquently argued before the 
judge the many reasons why this especial 
negro should be adjudged not guilty. 

He argued well, but Judge Owens remem- 
bered the evidence, and, in default of a one- 
hundred-dollar bond, ordered the negro to be 
carried to jail. 

Bailiff Ray put his handcuffs on the negro 
and started out. The negro noticed that his 
lawyer wasin conversation with the judge, 
and carelessly passed by his own battered hat, 
and picked up the pretty, new stylish block of 
the man who had been trying to keep him out 
of jail. 

Mr. Walker didn’t notice it, and nobody 
else knew the difference. 

When about half way to the jail Bailiff Ray 
and Carter met a negro wearing a neat straw 
hat. The two negroes evidently knew 

each other, and Carter suggested that they 
swap hats, as he didn’t want to carry 
his new one to jail. The exchange {was made 
without any parleying, and without exciting 
the suspicions of the bailiff. 

Inthe meantime Mr. Walker finished his 
conversation with’ the judge, and started to 
leave the office. He then found how careless 
the negro had been with his 
hat, and at once sent to have 
the mistake corrected. The messenger reached 
the negro just after he entered the jail, and the 
tale of the exchange of hats was unfolded. It 
was borne back to Mr. Walker, and he—well, 
he made Judge Owens and Bailiff Ray swear
